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ARMY POSTAL SERVICE 


ODERN warfare has given full play 
to the imagination and skilled plan 
ning of officers charged with the responsi- 
bility of keeping up the morale of Army 
personnel and their relatives through per 
fecting of the Army Postal Service. 
Delivery of army mail at the proper 
destination is a difficult task, yet this is 
being done with increasing facility even 
when an army unit is moved to several 
A.P.O. areas within a few weeks. This is 
accomplished through the postmasters at 
New York, New Orleans, and San Fran 
cisco being notified daily of any changes 
of location of units. When mail reaches a 
Division Headquarters it then goes for 
ward with supplies to the various units. 
For the operation of A.P.O. postoflices, 
hundreds of which are beyond the limits 
of the United States, personnel are sent 
to the postal-training schools at Fort 
Washington, D. C. and Westchester, Pa. 
Only men who were in the postal service 
before entering the army are used in this 
special line, and there are more of them 
in the army than can be used. Card cata 


logs of personnel are kept in the postoffices | 


at all ports of embarkation with the re 
sult that although 13 per cent of the mail 
is misdirected, 97 per cent of wrongly ad 
dressed mail reaches the proper destina- 


tion and individual. As 30,000,000 pieces | 


of mail are handled daily to and from 
A.P.O.’s the interest and the activity of 
the postal personnel are evident. 

The percentage of delayed and unde 
liverable mail will be cut down when 
writers of letters learn to include the 
serial number of the addressee on the en 
velope. Letters to a dozen John Smiths 
will then reach the John Smith for whom 
4 particular letter is intended, wherever 
he may be. The task of the Army Postal 
Service is equal to furnishing mail for a 
city of 18,000,000, Only American per 
sonnel handle American mail in the Brit 
ish Empire. 

V-mail, the use of which is saving much 
space for supplies, is processed at New 
York and San Francisco only, in the 
United States, and is being sent to Ice- 
land, Hawaii, the Southwest Pacific, In 
dia, North Africa, Egypt, and Englend. 
Plane and convoy facilities make it un 
necessary to use this method for mail 
going to Panama and Alaska. Official let 
ters and documents are processed by this 


method in the Pentagon building of the | 


War Department. The necessary equip 
ment has now been installed in North 
Africa, and V-mail is being received from 
that area. A recent letter was received 
“IX days after mailing. Eight days are 
heeded for delivery to the South Pacific. 

The money-order business has gone far 
beyond the expectations of the Post Office 
Department. Most of it is due to the 
armed forces sending money to the home 
folk rather than the expected reverse. It 
‘8 not generally known that money orders 
may be sent to all battle areas, and it is 
possible by existing rules to cash them at 
any post office. 

An interesting feature of delivery of 
mail in North Africa is that much of it is

Three officers were nominated to be 
lieutenant generals, AUS: eight to be 
major generals, AUS, and 52 to be briga 
dier generals, AUS. 

Two of the three lieutenant generals al 
ready hold the three-star rank as com 
manding generals of armies, and the new 
AUS rank will permit them to hold lieu 
tenant generalcies in other assignments 

Lt. Gen. John L. DeWitt now commands 
the Fourth Army with headquarters at 
San Francisco: Lt. Gen. Ben Lear now 
commands the Second Army with head 
quarters at Memphis, and is scheduled to 
be retired on 30 May 1943. The new as 
signments for Generals DeWitt and Lear 
have not been announced.

Marine Corps Changes 
Sought By Department 


Legislation abolishing the Adjutant 
and Inspector's Department of the Ma- 
rine Corps and creating a Director of 
Personnel in the Marine Corps to assume 
control of the present department and of 
recruiting and reserve affairs was re 
quested of Congress this week by the 
Navy Department. 

Bills were immediately introduced in 
the House and Senate, and the House and 
Senate Naval Affairs Committees this 
week reported the measures to their re 
spective houses. 

The bills call for abolition of the Adju 
tant and Inspector's Department and the 
Office of the Adjutant and Inspector 
which has been vacant since the retire 
ment for physical disability of Brig. Gen. 


Kdward A, Ostermann several months 
ago. 

It is proposed that a Director of Per 
sonnel be established for the Marine 


Corps. This officer would be a line officer 
detailed by the commandant and would 
net, like the Adjutant and Inspector, 
hold rank of brigadier general by virtue 
of the assignment nor be confirmed by the 
Senate. 

In effecting the transfer of duties, the 
Marine commandant is authorized to 
make such reorganization in the fune- 
tions and duties of the departments and 
offices of the Marine Corps as “he deems 
necessary for the more efficient adminis- 
tration of the Marine Corps.” 

Testifying in support of the bill, Lt. 
Gen. Thomas Holcomb, Marine Corps 
Commandant, stated that Marine recruit 
ing activities and the Division of Reserve 
Affairs would be placed under the new 
director of personnel, 

Elimination of duplications and econ 
omy of personnel will result from the new 
organization, it was stated. 

It was pointed out that the present A. 
and I. office employed 65 officers and 800 
civilian workers. The new Director of 
Personnel’s office, with the recruiting and 
reserve divisions, will consist of 102 offi 
cers and 1,100 civilians. 

In a letter to the Congress requesting 
enactment of the proposed bill, the Navy 
Department stated: 

“The proposed legislation has for its pur 
pose a coordination and consolidation of cer 
tain activities connected with administration 
in Headquarters, United States Marine Corps 
It would abolish the office of Adjutant and

T HE title of Charles Yale Harrison's best-seller, “Generals Die in Bed,” is not al- 


menting upon the recent wounding of Lt. Gen. Lesley J. McNair, commanding general, 
Army Ground Forces, while observing the action on the Tunisian front. 

The keynote touched upon by the Vindicator seems to echo the sentiments of other 
American editors. While expressing solicitude over Genera] MeNair’s injury, the edi 
tors call attention to the high rate of mortality among generals in this war—in- 
creased again this week with loss of Lt. Gen, Frank M. Andrews. 

Typical of the comments of the nation’s editors are the following: 

“The serious wounding of Lt. Gen. Lesley J. McNair in Tunisia reflects the un 


limited danger that is incident to total war, the Ft. Worth, Tex., 


Star Telegraph states. 


“No high commander ts immune to peril,” the Star Telegraph emphasizes. 

“This is not war in which the generals die in bed,” says the Columbus, Ohio, 
Bvening Dispatch, picking up the Vindicator's theme. “We lost an admiral at Pearl 
Harbor. We lost General Wainwright and some other generals at Corregidor, when 


that rock finally surrendered. Three generals

have been wounded in the South Pacifie fighting. And now Lt. Gen. Lesley J. MeNair, 
in charge of all the Army’s ground forces, has been wounded in Africa. His injury, suf 


fered while at a forward observation post, is described as severe.

“Not since the American Civil War,” the Chicago Daily News comments, “have so 
many general officers been killed and wounded as in the present conflict.” 

The San Francisco Chronicle harking back into history indicates, “The popular 
tradition that generals are always in safe places is to be discounted. General Sir John 
Moore was killed at Corunna in 1809 and was buried silently, ‘at dead of night’ to pre- 


14 Killed in Air Crash 


Fourteen persons including ten Army 
officers and three enlisted men, lost their 
lives in an airplane accident on 3 May in 
Iceland. Lt. Gen. Frank M. Andrews, 
USA, Commanding General of the Euro- 
pean Theater of Operations, and Bishop 
Adna W. Leonard, Methodist Episcopal 
Church, Chairman of the General Com 
mission on Army and Navy Chaplains, 
were among the dead. 

Sole survivor of the accident was Staff 
Sergeant George A. Eisel, who was re- 
ported injured, but not seriously.

Bishop Leonard was making a tour to 
visit Protestant Chaplains aud members 
of the Armed Forces in Europe, Africa 
and Asia, as the representative of the 
General Commission on Army and Navy 
Chaplains. 

In his last report cabled to the Gen- 
eral Commission from London before the 
start of the ill-fated trip to visit service 
men in Iceland, Bishop Leonard said, 
“What can the folks at home do for the 
men overseas? Here are two things I 
have learned while in the United Kingdom 
that can be said in answer to that ques 
tion: (1) Write the cheerful news; don’t 
send your worries, (2) Do what you can 
to assure jobs and a future for the men 
returning home after the war. 

“You have heard that the happiest day 
at an Army post or a Naval base is the 
day the mail arrives. But I have found 
that there are times when it is the un- 
happiest day. 

“Too many mothers, sisters and sweet 
hearts sob out their fears and their lone- 
liness in letters. This is still true even 
after many appeals have been made to 
show more bravery. 

“Here in England many officers and 
Chaplains, and not a few enlisted men, 
have told of the depressing effect that 
word from home often has. One Red 
Cross worker said to me: ‘I sometimes 
dread to see the mail come, because many 
of the letters discourage our men. Please 
tell the people in America to write cheer- 
ful letters, not doleful ones.’ 

“Concerning the second point, Chap- 
lains tell me they are being asked con 
stantly by enlisted men about what is go- 
ing fo happen when they return after the 





war. The men often worry about whether 
they will be able to obtain jobs. One Vir 
ginia lad said to me that he knew the 
men would give a better account of them 
selves if they could be assured that after 
their job overseas is done, they wil] find 
other work waiting for them at home.” 





Suspend Advances on Retirement 


Coincident with the introduction this 
week of H. R. 2579 by Representative An- 
derson, Calif., the Senate Naval Commit- 
tee began consideration of a similar bill, 
8. 996. 

These bills set 8 Sept. 1939, as the time 
limit for application of existing laws that 
provide for advancement in rank and pay 
on retirement of officers of the Navy, Ma 
rine Corps, Coast Guard and Coast and 
Geodetic Survey commended for perform- 
ance of duty in actual combat. 

By the law as promulgated, 55 Naval 
officers and 38 Marine Corps officers have 
received this promotion, to date, on the 
retired list. Thirty-eight Navy officers 
and 77 Marine officers now on the active 
list will be eligible for this promotion 
when retired, 

When asked by committee members why 
there should be discrimination between 
officers commended before 8 Sept. 19389, 
and those commended since that time, 
spokesmen for the Navy Department re 
ported that since 7 Dec. 1941, a total of 
1,046 Navy personnel have been commend- 
ed. This number is divided virtually 
equally between officers and enlisted men, 
Many of the enlisted men will be officers 
before the end of the war, according to 
the view of the Navy. With the addition 
of the 4,046 and others who doubtless 
will be commended before the end of the 
war to the retired list the promotion 
situation will become complicated, espe- 
clally by the recalling of retired officers 
to active duty. If this becomes necessary 
in an emergency, these officers will step 
above officers on the active list. It is ad- 
mitted by the Navy that there would be 
no increase in expense until such retired 
officers were called to active duty. The 
Navy would wait until the conclusion of 
the war to determine what added recog- 
nition of officers in this war should be 
given to them on retirement. 

While the Senate Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee voted to report several pending 
bills affecting the Navy, it is withholding 
judgment on this bill until it has a chance 
to study the basis for the existing law. 





Winning U-Boat War 

Vice Adm. Adolphus Andrews, USN, 
Commander of the Eastern Sea Frontier, 
told a luncheon of the Society of Sponsors 
of the United States Navy this week that 
there is no doubt that the battle against 
enemy submarines is succeeding. Admiral 
Andrews said: 

“The battle is being fought right here in 
our own front yard. We are winning that 
battle day by day and night by night. The 
surface craft and airplanes patrolling our

Hardships in Soviet Russia 


In his May Day Order of the Day, 
Marshal Stalin, Premier of Russia, spoke 
feelingly of the hardships the Soviet peo- 
ple are undergoing in support of the Red 
Army and the Red Navy. However, he 
pointed out that Germany is not yet de- 
feated and added that “Therefore, the 
peoples of our Soviet Union and the Red 
Army, as well as our allies and their 
armies, still have to face a hard and se 
vere struggle for complete victory.” He 
continued : 

This struggle will demand of them great 
sacrifices, enormous staying power and iron 
staunchness. They will have to mobilize all 
their power and potentialities to smash the 
enemy and thus lay the way for peace. 

Comrades, the Soviet people are showing 
wonderful solicitude for the Red Army. 
They are ready to give all their strength 
for the further increase of the military 
power, In less than four months the people 
of the Soviet Tnion have contributed to the 
fund of the Red Army more than 7,000,000 
rubles. Workers, peasants and intelligentsia 
are working without rest bravely and gal 
lantly, bearing all the sufferings caused by 
war and toiling in factories, on transports 
and on collective farms. 

But the war against the German Invaders 
demands that the Red Army should get ever 
more guns, tanks, planes, trench mortars, 
machine guns, tommy guns, ammunition and 
food, That means it is imperative that the 
workers, peasants and the whole Soviet in- 
telligentsia should work for the front with 
double vigor. 

It is imperative that all our people, all 
our enterprises on the home front should 
work with precision and accuracy like good 
clockwork, 





Fleet Mail Instructions 

The following instructions regarding 
sending of airmail to naval personnel 
overseas have been issued by the Navy 
Department effective as of 1 May: 

Airmail rate six cents per half ounce or 
fraction thereof for letters to members of 
naval forces, contractors and civilian em 
ployees outside continental United States is 
applicable only to airmail letters addressed te 
a Navy destination, care fleet post office, New 
York or San Francisco. 

Letters mailed by personnel overseas must 
bear appropriate fleet post office return ad 
dress to show matter is acceptable at the 
special rate. Navy personnel serving at Army 
posts where no Navy mail service is available 
are subject to Army postal rules. 

Regular rate of six cents per ounce is ap- 
plicable to mail for Alaska shore activities 
addressed care of fleet post office, Seattle, or 
to a branch thereof.

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State Income Taxes 


Additional replies received by the ARMY 
anp Navy JouRNAL in its survey of state 
governments to determine the status of 
service personnel in the matter of liabil- 
ity for state income taxes have been re- 
ceived as follows: 

California.—‘“I am enclosing a copy of Sen- 
ate Bill 543 which has been signed by the 
Governor and is now Chapter 147 of the Cali- 
fornia statutes of 1943.”—Richard H. Cham- 
berlain, secretary to Governor Warren, 

The bill referred to provides that “In com- 
puting net income there shall be allowed as a 
deduction all of the salary, wages, bonuses, 
allowances, and other compensation received 
by a person for services as a member of the 
armed forces of the United States, including 
any auxiliary branch thereof, or the State 
Guard, in active service.’”” The measure also 
provides that taxpayers serving in the Armed 
services or merchant marine beyond the con- 
tinental United States shall be granted an ex- 
tension of time, free from interest and penal- 
ties, for filing returns, up to 180 days after 
discharge or after termination of hostilities. 

Idaho.—“I have checked with the office of 
the Secretary of State in regard to the in- 
formation for which you asked, and he told 
me to quote you Chapter 135, 1943 session 
Laws of Idaho, (Senate Bill 144) approved and

“This bill authorizes the tax commissioner 
in his discretion to waive and defer filing of 
returns and payment of income taxes by any 
taxpayer in the Armed Forces while he is 
engaged in such service outside of the con- 
tinental limits of the United States and for a 
period of six months after his discharge from 
said service.”"—Hrnie Hood, secretary to Qov- 
ernor Bottolfsen. 

Maryland.—‘‘Since writing you on 16 April 
I find that our General Assembly at the 143 
session, passed an Act which will have some 
bearing upon persons in the armed services 
as far as their liability to the State of Mary 


land for income taxes in concerned. I am, 


quoting below the provisions of Section 264A 
of Article 81 of the Annotated Code of Mary- 
land (1939 Edition) on the subject. 

“"The Comptroller is hereby authorized to 
adopt regulations, applicable to persons in 
the Armed Services of the United States and 
other taxpayers who by reason of the war 
may find it impossible or impracticable to file 
returns, make payments, file appeals or claims 
for refund, or perform any other acts in con- 
nection with income tax liability, postponing 
the time for performance of any such acts, 
Said regulations shall conform, as nearly as 
may be deemed proper, to the Federal law and 
regulations under the Revenue Act of 1942.’ 

“This act of the Legislature will not be- 
come law until signed by the Governor but 
it is expected that there will be no doubt 
about the Act becoming a law and after be 
ing signed, the law will take effect 1 January 
144, The Comptroller has not attempted to 
issue any regulations under the provisions 
of this law but will give the matter considera- 
tion upon the signing of the Act by the Goy- 
ernor.”—Joseph O’C. McOQusker, Chief Deputy 
Comptroller. . 

New Mexico.—‘“I wish to advise that the 
New Mexico law has not been changed to 
exempt soldiers in the Armed Services from 
filling returns with this Division. However, 
under regulatory provision we are following 
the Federal law in this connection.”——Kerle 
Kerr, Director State Income Taw Division, 
Bureau of Revenue.

“Also, I am attaching a bulletin issued by 
the State Tax Commission setting forth some 
of the regulations in regard to this act which 
I thought might be helpful to you. 

“It has been a pleasure to supply this in- 
formation for you, and I do want to thank 
you for affording me this opportunity.”— 
Karl Snell, Governor. 

The law: “Be it enacted, etc.: That any 
person who is subject to payment of income 
or intangibles tax under the laws of the state 
of Oregon, during the period in which he or 
she is serving in the armed forces of the 
United States of America while a state of war 
exists, shall be allowed in addition to the 
personal exemptions now provided by law, 
a deduction of $3,000 from net income before 
computing the amounts of either of said taxes. 
This act shall be applicable to all tax years 
beginning after 31 December 1941.” 

Tax Commissioner's bulletin: “The exemp- 
tion need not be prorated; any person in ac- 
tive service for any portion of 1942 is entitled 
to the full exemption. A person entering active 
service on or after 1 January 1943, would be 
entitled to no part of the exemption against 
1942 income. The exemption is in addition to 
the normal exemption; a married person en- 
tering service on 1 December 1942, for ex- 
ample, is entitled to an exemption against 
142 income of $4,500 ($3,000, military, $1,500, 
normal). Single exemption would be $3,800 
($3,000 military, $800 normal). 

“Filing requirements are not changed. 
Every single person with $800 or more of net 
income, and every married person with $1,500 
or more of net income should file a return 
even though no tax is due. 

“If the spouse of a person in service has 
separate income, and a separate return is filed, 
he or she may take the entire normal exemp- 
tion and dependency credit, but may take no 
part of the military exemption. If a joint re- 
turn is filed, the military exemption is ap- 
plicable to any income reported. In order that 
no hardship shall result in those cases where 
returns were filed separately by a husband 
and wife prior to knowledge of the additional 
exemption, a refund will be made of taxes 
overpaid in such cases as though a joint re- 
turn had been filed and the full military ex- 
emption used to reduce joint income. Income 
earned prior to marriage or after separation, 
by the spouse not in service, is not entitled 
to the additional exemption. 

“The following are deemed to be ‘serving 
in the armed forces of the United States’: 

“Active enlisted or commissioned personnel 
of the United States Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps, Coast Guard, Army Nurse Corps, 
Female, Women’s Army Auxiliary Corps, Navy 
Nurse Corps, Female, Women’s Reserve 
Branch of the Naval Reserve, and the Wo- 
men's Reserve of the United States Coast 
Guard Reserve.” \ 





Advance Pay for Units 


Legislation which would enable the 
Army or Navy to pay units ordered over- 
seas up to three months in advance and 
which would permit officers on special 
missions to be allowed per diem up to a 
year in advance was reported this week 
by the Senate Military Affairs Commit- 
tee. 

At present Navy officers ordered to or 
from sea duty may be paid as much as 
three months in advance. The pending 
bill, S. 966, would extend this benefit to 
all personnel of the armed forces. 

Since overseas movements are often 
ordered suddenly, and often shortly be- 
fore a pay day, personnel do not have 
funds to clear up small bills before de- 
parture. The only alternative at present 
since pay may not be made in advance, 
is to make up a special pay roll for the 
elapsed part of the month, a complicated 
and time-consuming procedure. In prac- 
tice, though three months’ pay may be 
given in advance, pay under the new pro- 
posal will normally be only for the cur- 
rent month. If a unit is ordered to em- 
bark only a few days after pay day, 
probably no advance will be made. How- 
ever, if the embarkation takes place late 
in the month, it is planned to pay for the 
entire month. 

If units are being ordered to a theater, 
such as the Aleutians, where facilities 
for making pay are poor, the bill will 
authorize payments of as much as three 
months in advance. Should a serviceman 
thus paid in advance be killed in action, 
the government could recover the advance 
from any sums that might be due him, 
but not from the death gratuity or his 
insurance. 

Admitting that there is a possibility of 
loss, therefore, Army witnesses told the 
Senate committee that only an infinitesi- 
mal percentage of men go direct from a | 








landing to combat, and losses will thus 
be very small. It was also pointed out 
that unless a serviceman is immediately 
declared dead, his pay would continue 
anyway, as provided by the missing per- 
sons’ act. 





Names In The News 


Maj. Gen. Willis H. Hale, commander 
of the 7th Air Force, led two recent Lib- 
erator bombing raids, involving the long- 
est aerial task force mission of the Pacific 
war, when important phosphate works 
and airdromes on the outlying Japanese 
bases of Nauru and Tarawa were gutted 
and bomb-scarred. Brig. Gen. Truman H. 
Landon, commander of bombing opera- 
tions in the Central Pacific, observed the 
Nauru attack while serving as combina- 
tion command pilot and gunner, in the 
last plane to cross the target. 

Lt. Col. Charles J. Hoy headed the 
reconnaissance unit which captured the 
key center of Mateur. Earlier this unit 
was the first to contact the British Eighth 
Army in the historic meeting on the road 
to Gabes. Capt. Alfred H. McCutcheon 
commanded the half-track which was the 
first United States vehicle to enter 
Mateur. 

Col. Emmett O'Donnell, assistant chief 
of staff of the 10th Air Force, who has 
returned to the United States, gave high 
praise to members of the USAAF sta- 
tioned high in the mountains of eastern 
India to warn of the approach of Japa- 
nese planes. 

Lt. Col. John Alison commanded a 
group of P-40 Warhawks which recently 
intercepted and shot down seven to four- 
teen Japanese Zero planes north of an 
advanced United States airdrome in Hu- 
nan Province, China. Capt. John Hamp- 
shire, the leading U. 8S. ace in China, 
downed his twelfth plane in this engage- 
ment. 

Lt. Lawrence EB. Kearan commands an 
American Convalescent Camp at a 
French seashore hotel on the Mediter- 
ranean. The camp is operated by the ser- 
vice command of Allied Headquarters 
and is supervised by Maj. David V. Rosen, 
himself wounded at Medjez-el-Bab early 
in the North African campaign. 

Lt. Col. John W. Welton and Capt. 
Davis Stentz led the initial flight of 
American Lightning fighters which suc- 
cessfully bombed a Flying Fortress which 
the Italians had captured almost intact, 
and their experiments later led to the 
sinking or damaging of thirteen Axis sup- 
ply ships and escort vessels in two weeks 
by Lightning tighters. 

Capt. Thomas J. Classen, Lts. Ernest 
(. Ruiz, Robert J. Dorwart, Balfour C, 
Gibson, Sgts. Don Martin, James Hunt, 
and Cpls. W. H. Nichols, R. J. Turnbull 
and Theodore M. Edwards were recently 
rescued sixty-six days after their Flying 
Fortress which had left Guadalcanal on 
a routine mission, was shot down by 
eight Zeros. 

Maj. Munford Peyton was leader of the 
flight of four Marine Corps Corsairs 
which recently stopped and turned back 
a formation of 30 Japanese planes bent on 
bombing American forces on Guadal- 
canal. 

Comdr. John Ford, USNR, formerly a 
Hollywood motion picture director, is In 
Brazil to film Brazil’s economic and mili- 
tary contribution to the United Nations’ 
war effort. 

Col. Claude Ki. Stadtman has been ap- 
pointed commandant of the American 
School Center, a military university 
“somewhere in England.” 

Capt. Armand L. Monteverde, IAs. 
Harry FE. Spencer, jr., William F. O'Hara, 
Sets. Paul J. Spina, Alexander F. Tuc- 
ciarone, T. Sgt. Alfred Clinton Best and 
S. Set. Lloyd Puryear were rescued last 
month five months after a B-17 Flying 
Fortress crashed on the West Greenland 
icecap, and will, with the exception of 
14. O’Hara who lost both feet from 
gangrene, soon return to ferrying duties

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Gas-Rubber Row Ends 


The battle between Under Secretary of 
War Patterson and Rubber Administra- 
tor Jeffers over the alleged aggressive- 
ness of the latter’s program to the detri- 
ment of the high-octane aviation gas pro- 
gram, ended this week in a truce an- 
nounced by Mr. Patterson and accepted 
by Mr. Jeffers. 

Appearing before the Truman investi- 
gating committee, Mr. Patterson said 
that he and “Jeff” had met and talked 
the situation over and agreed to go on an 
inspection tour together to find ways to 
“break bottlenecks.” Mr. Patterson gave 
high praise to Mr. Jeffers saying that he 
“has performed his duty in pressing the 
synthetic rubber program vigorously and 
I don’t resent it.” 

The next day Mr. Jeffers told the Com- 
mittee that he accepted the truce in “the 
same spirit in which it was made.” He 
contended that the 100-octane gas pro- 
gram is months ahead of what it would 
have been “if it had not been for activi- 
ties of my organization in breaking bot- 
tlenecks and finding new sources of sup- 
ply for both programs.”

Gen. Devers Succeeds Gen. 
Andrews 


Lt. Gen. Jacob L. Devers, chief of the 
Armored Force, has been designated com- 
manding general of the European Thea- 
ter of Operations to succeed Lt. Gen. 
Frank M. Andrews, killed in a plane crash 
83 May. 

Announcing the appointment this week, 
Secretary of War Stimson paid high trib- 
ute to both officers. 

General Devers, Mr. Stimson stated, has 
displayed an “immense capacity for or- 
ganizing and endeavor throughout his ca- 
reer as head of the armored forces.” He 
recently returned from an exhaustive in- 
spection of the BPuropean, African and 
Middle Eastern theaters, the Secretary 
continued, and is thus acquainted with 
conditions, 

The arrival of General Devers in Eu- 
rope will be announced in London, Mr. 
Stimson stated. 

“General Andrews,” the Secretary said, 
“was particularly well qualified for the 
command of the Buropean Theater at 
this time when the principal operations 
were in the air. He was a skilled airman 
and a pioneer in the development of the 
long-range bomber. 

“The growing strength of his air com- 
mand has been made evident by the high- 
ly successful daylight raids of our heavy 
bombers on German military and indus- 
trial installations, supplementing the 
very effective night attacks of the British 
bomber command,” Mr. Stimson con- 
tinued. 

The Secretary termed the loss of Bishop 
Adna W. Leonard in General Andrew’s 
plane “very distressing.” 

Mr. Stimson would not disclose who will 
succeed General Devers in command of 
the Armored Force. 

The Secretary likewise declined to com- 
ment on any possible change in the as- 
signments of Lt. Gen. John L. DeWitt, 
commanding the Fourth Army, and Maj. 
Gen. Simon B. Buckner, jr., commanding 
Army forces in Alaska, both of whom 
were nominated this week to be lieutenant 
generals in the Army of the United States. 

General DeWitt, who now holds a lieu- 
tenant generalcy by virtue of his com- 
mand of an army, retires for age on 19 
Jan. 1944, 

General Buckner recently was praised 
on the Senate floor for his work in 
Alaska, but sharp criticism was voiced 
there at the fact that command of the 
forces in Alaska and the Aleutians ap- 
pears to be divided among General Buck- 
ner, an admiral in Alaska, an admiral in 
Seattle and General DeWitt. 





Would Repeai Politics Order 


Out of the recent War Department 
directive that personnel in the Army 
may not be candidates for elective public 
ottice has come the introduction this week 
of H. R. 2592 by Representative Fish, 
of New York. 

The Congressman argues that any 
Army regulation, Executive order or di- 
rective that limits Army personnel in this 
way contravenes traditional military pol- 
icy as expressed in the National Defense 
Act of 1916, as amended, and accepted 
American tradition. The bill provides 
that no person in the military forces of 
the nation, whether on active or inactive 
duty, may be prohibited from becoming 
a candidate for or from seeking or accept- 
ing election to any Federal public office 
whether or not he or she has previously 
held such office. The bill provides that 
any such limiting Executive order, direc- 
tive or Army regulation heretofore issued 
shall be declared null and void. 





Army Chaplain Honored 

Chaplain George G. Murdock, Roman 
Catholic Chaplain at the United States 
Military Academy, has been honored by 
having been elevated by Pope Pius XII 
to the position of Papal Chamberlain, 
with the title of Very Reverend Monsig- 
nor. 





New Surgeon General Named 


Brig. Gen. Norman Thomas Kirk, a 
permanent colonel in the Regular Army 
Medical Corps, was nominated this week 
for appointment as Surgeon General of 
the Army, with rank of major general. 

General Kirk will begin his four-year 
term 1 June, following the completion 31 
May of the four-year term of Maj. Gen. 
James C. Magee, the present Surgeon 
General. 

It has not yet been revealed whether 
General Magee, who is completing an out- 
standingly successful tour as Surgeon 
General at the age of 60, will remain on 
active duty in another post or will seek 
retirement, or, if he is retired, whether he 
will return to active duty. 

General Kirk was born 3 Jan. 1888, at Ris- 
ing Sun, Md. He was graduated from the 
University of Maryland in 1910 with the de- 
gree of Doctor of Medicine and commissioned 
a first lieutenant in the Medical Reserve on 
29 May 1912. On 22 May 1913, he was com- 
missioned a first HNeutenant, Medical Corps, 
Regular Army. 

His first service was at the Soldiers’ Home, 
Washington, D. C., in June, 1912. The follow 
ing September he enrolled In the Army Medi 
cal School, Washington, D. C., and following 
graduation, was stationed at Field Hospital 
No. 3, Texas City, Tex., from June, 1913 to 
July, 1915, when he was assigned to the Can- 
tonment Hospital, 2nd Division, Galveston, 
Tex. 

That same month he went to Ft. Grant, 
Panama Canal Zone, for a brief tour of duty 
after which he was transferred to Ft. Sher- 
man, Panama Canal Zone, in October, 1915. 
He returned to the United States for duty at 
the Base Hospital, Brownsville, Texas, in July 
1916. 

In September, 1917, he was assigned to Camp 
Greenleaf, Ga., serving there until January. 
1919, when he was ordered to Walter Reed 
General, Hospital, Washington, D. C., for 
Surgical Service. After brief tours of duty at 
the Johns Hopkins University Hospital, Balti 
more, and the Massachusetts General Hos- 
pital, Boston, he was assigned to the Station 
Hospital, Ft. Sam Houston, Tex., as Chief of 
the Orthopedic Section and Assistant Chief 
and Ward Officer, Surgical Service. He became 
Chief of Surgical Service in July, 1927, and in 
February, 1928, was transferred to the Stern- 
herg General Hospital, Manila, Philippine Ts- 
lands, as Chief of Surgical Service. 

Returning to the United States in July, 1930, 
he was assigned to Walter Reed General Hos- 
pital, Army Medical Center, Washington, 
D. C., as Chief of the Orthopedic Section. He 
entered the Medical Field Service School, Car- 
lisle Barracks, Pa., in October, 1931, and fol- 
lowing his graduation from the Advanced 
Course, returned to his duties at the Walter 
Reed General Hospital. 

He became Chief of Surgical Service at the 
Station Hospital, Ft. Mills, Philippine Islands, 
in July, 1934, and in February, 1935 became 
Chief of the Surgical Service, Sternberg Gen- 
eral Hospital, Philippine Islands. 

Upon returning to the United States in July, 
1936, he became Chief of Surgical Service, 
Letterman General Hospital, San Francisco, 
California, serving in that capacity until 
January, 1941, when he returned to Walter 
Reed General Hospital, Army Medical Cen- 
ter, Washington, D. C., as Chief of Surgical 
Service. In July, 1942, he was named Com- 
manding Officer, Perey Jones General Hos- 
pital at Battle Creek, Mich. 





Marks Corregidor’s Fall 

On 6 May, the first anniversary of the 
fall of Corregidor, General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur issued the following statement: 

“Corregidor surrendered a full year ago 
today. Intrinsically, it is but a barren, war- 
worn rock, hallowed as so many other places 
by death and disaster.” 

“Yet it symbolizes within itself that price- 
less, deathless thing—the honor of the nation. 

“Until we lift our flag from its dust, we 
stand unredeemed before mankind. Until we 
claim again the ghastly remnants of its last 
gaunt garrison, we can but stand humble 
supplicants before Almighty God. 

“There lies our holy grail.”

Navy Landing Craft 

At the request of the Navy Department, 
identical bills, 8S. 1066 and H.R. 2581, 
were introduced in Congress this week to 
provide for the acquiring and conversion 
or construction of 1,000,000 tons of land- 
ing craft, district craft and special boats 
for the Navy. 

The boats are to be of such size, type 
and design as the Secretary of the Navy 
considers necessary and best suited for 
the carrying on of amphibious operations, 
for service to the fleet and shore-based 
forces, and for naval districts, stations, 
bases and operating areas at home and 
abroad. These craft will be in addition 
to all auxiliary vessels or craft hereto- 
fore authorized, 

The Navy Department, in applying for 
this accretion for the Navy, has stated 
that a few of the landing craft have been 
built heretofore out of Navy maintenance 
funds. It is now proposed to build them 
on a more extensive scale. The total num- 
ber to be included in the 1,000,000 tons 
will be 14,000, at an estimated cost of 
$1,422,000,000. In addition to the landing 
boats there will be 1,000 district craft, 
with a tonnage of 360,000, which will cost 
$390,000,000 ; and 4,000 special boats, with 
a tonnage of 40,000, will cost $80,000,- 

) 


Acting as soon as the bill was intro- 
duced, the House Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee this week reported H.R. 2581. 





Navy Nominations 


The Senate this week received the nom- 
inations of two captains of the Navy to 
be temporary rear admirals and of two 
captains to be temporary commodores. 

At the same time the nominations of 
three captains—Walter K,. Kilpatrick, 
Glenn B. Davis and Theodore EK, Chand- 
ler—to be temporary rear admirals, pre- 
viously submitted to the Senate, were 
confirmed, 

Nominated for promotion to rear ad- 
miral were Capts. George B. Wilson and 
Carleton F. Bryant. 

Nominated for promotion to commodore 
were Capts. Charles M. Yates and Ralph 
8. Wentworth. Captain Yates will serve 
as commodore as commandant of the Oran 
naval operating base, and Captain Went- 
worth will serve as commodore while 
commandant of the Iceland naval oper- 
ating base. 

Also confirmed by the Senate were the 
nominations for permanent promotion 
and appointment listed on page 997 of the 
1 May issue of the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL, 





President Cites Ships and Planes 


Thirteen ships of the United States 
Navy and two aircraft units have been 
awarded Presidential Unit Citations for 
outstanding performance of duty in com- 
bat with the enemy. 

The units honored include: 

Navy Torpedo Squadron Hight and Marine 
Aircraft Group Twenty-Two, which partici- 
pated in the Battle of Midway; the cruisers 
San Francisco and Atlanta, and the destroyers 
Laffey, McFarland and Smith, for service in 
the Solomon Islands area; the destroyers 
Bernadou, Cole and Dallas, which took part 
in the occupation of French North Africa; 
and five submarines, the Greenling, Guard- 
fish, Nautilus, Trout and Wahoo. The sub- 
marines on war patrols ran up a total of 
more than 225,000 tons of Japanese shipping 
sunk and over 70,000 tons damaged. 

Four Presidential Unit Citations have pre- 
viously been announced, The units honored 
were: the Wake detachment of the ist De- 
fense Battalion, U. S. M. C.; Marine Fighting 
Squadron 211 of Marine Aircraft Group 21; 
the cruiser USS Houston, and the First Ma- 
rine Division, Reinforced.

Women’s Reserve Allowances 


As a result of the decision of the Comp- 
troller General denying allowances for 
dependents to members of the Women’s 
Reserves of the Navy and Coast Guard 
(ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL, 1 May), the 
Navy Department has issued the follow- 
ing orders: 

“Allowances of members of Women's Re 
serves are limited to allowances’ provided 
for personnel without dependents 

“Enlisted members of the Women’s Re 
serves of the first three grades are not en 
titled to money allowance for quarters for 
dependents after 15 Apr. 1948 

“Family allowance benefits are not ap 
plicable to enlisted members of the last 
four grades after checkage and payment for 
April, and no further checkages will be 
made,” 


WAVE, Marine Transportation 


Hereafter, enlisted personnel of the 
Women’s Reserves of the Navy and Ma- 
rine corps will be furnished transporta- 
tion and subsistence on exactly the same 
basis as similar ratings in the Regular 
Navy, and commissioned personnel of the 
two women’s corps are entitled to allow- 
ances for travel on the same basis as 
similar ranks in the Regular Navy, the 
Navy Department has made clear. 








May Choose Allowances 

Enlisted men of the four lower grades 
of the Limited Service Marine Corps Re- 
serve, who now are entitled, regardless of 
rank, to the allowances provided for en 
listed men of the first three grades of the 
Regular Marine Corps, would be entitled 
to draw if they wished, the family allow 
ances provided for men of the four lower 
grades of the regular service, under terms 
of a bill, 8S. 1059, introduced this week by 
Senator Davis, of Pa. 

In the case of men with many depen- 
dents allowances payable under the fam- 
ily allowance act exceed the fixed allow- 
ances payable to men of the first three 
pay grades. 





Appointments in Regular Services 

The Senate Naval Affairs Committee 
this week reported legislation, 8S. 973, 
which; would extend to 30 June of the 
fiscal year following the end of the war 
the time during which warrant and com- 
missioned warrant officers of the Navy, 
Marine Corps and Coast Guard can apply 
for permanent appointments as officers in 
those services without regard to age or 
length of service. 

A similar bill, H.R. 2587, was intro- 
duced in the House this week by Repre- 
sentative Sasscer, of Md. 

Under present law, the deadline for 
submission of applications for permanent 
commissions without regard to service or 
uge expires 27 June 1948.

ing tax, the House of Representatives passed a revenue bill this week without 
any discussion of the provision referring to service personnel, This resulted in ap- 
proval of the Committee’s proposal confining full relief from taxes to active personnel 
in the lower pay grades, No relief was granted to those on the retired list beyond the 
present exclusion of personnel retired for disability, To those on the active list the 
exemption was confined to $3,500, with the result that officers above the grades of 
eaptain in the Army and Marine Corps and lieutenant in the Navy and Coast Guard 
will have their pay reduced by reason of a tax not applied to their subordinates, The 
injustice of this discrimination is more evident when it is recalled that the increases 
in base pay authorized since the present expansion program was undertaken have ap- 
plied only to the lowest commissioned grade, to nurses and warrant officers, and to 
enlisted personnel, most of which categories will be completely freed from income 
taxes under the $3,500 exemption approved by the House of Representatives. Thus the 
group of officers who remain taxed under the House proposal is the very group which 
has not had its pay scale increased. There were some small readjustments in rental 
and subsistence allowances, but these are more than offset by the vastly increased 
cost of living. Moreover, increases in allowances are not reflected in retired pay, so 
that the retired officers, to whom no tax concession is offered in the new measure, are 
in the unenviable position of receiving no increases in pay and being given no con- 
sideration in the matter of tax relief. The high cost of living, the necessity for main- 
taining two establishments while the husband is away on duty, and the special ex- 
penses incident to service life, are creating most difficult financial problems for the 
families of officers on active duty. The retired personnel already have suffered a 
severe reduction from active to retired pay and they are subject to the high cost of 
living at a time when they can not augment their service stipend. We urge the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee and the membership of the United States Senate to take these 
facts into consideration and give full relief from taxation to all service personnel, 
active and retired. Otherwise a general] raise in officer pay will become a most pressing

NE of the fundamentals of an alert National Defense in the Air World upon 

O which we have entered, is the capacity for instant air-borne mobilization of key 
forces to be directed at any spot on the globe where trouble may threaten. It is the 
American practice to depend heavily upon privately owned and operated civilian 
facilities, built during peace-time, in order to assure our armed forces the necessary 
mobility and materials when war breaks out. This we have done in the case of our 
civilian air lines, and the role they have played so ably in the current war shows the 
essential soundness of the policy. But in wars to come, or the threats of wars, we 
must have a greatly enlarged airline and air trucking system if it is to serve effectively 
as a powerful Merchant Marine of the Air, ready for instantaneous mobilization and 
military cooperation. To develop such a system, there must be exclusive federal regu- 
lation of air commerce. A bill for this purpose is pending in Congress. Its passage 
is being obstructed by State Agencies, particularly those representing State Railroad 
and Public Utility Commissions, which are arguing that the legislation would create 
i dangerous precedent for other transportation regulation. Obviously unless all our 
air commerce is under a single set of regulations, the air transport system can be 
neither built up nor be capable of instant mobilization for the performance of its 
special task. There must be uniform operating standards, uniform sets of specifica- 
tions for aircraft manufacture, uniform qualifications for men and machines, so that 
there can be prompt concentration and operation as a unit, application of the lesson 
of interchangeable parts, and, especially, complete nation-wide mobility. To fulfill 
these and other important needs, State Regulation is not only inappropriate, but 
would be actually harmful to our defense. If there is one thing this war should have 
taught us it is that America cannot gain its rightful place in the air by tieing aviation 
down with the controls and the methods we apply to rails and trucks. The President 
truly said that civil aviation is a “special probiem requiring special treatment.” His 
admonition should be heeded by Congress and the bill establishing federal regulation 
of air commerce enacted without delay.

NAVY DEPARTMENT 
No, 350, 20 April 

South Pacific: (All dates are East Longi- 
tude). 1, On 23 April, a force of Army bomb- 
ers attacked the Japanese air base at Tara- 
wa in the Gilbert Islands. Extensive dam- 
age to enemy installations was indicated. 
Enemy fighter opposition and anti-aircraft 
fire was encountered, but all U. 8. planes re- 
turned. 

On 28 April, Liberator (Consolidated B-24) 
heavy bombers attacked Japanese installa- 
tions at Kahili in the Shortland Island area 
and at Vila in the Central Solomons. Results 
were unobserved. 

North Pacific: 3. On 24 April, during the 
morning, U. 8. surface units bombarded Japa- 
nese positions at Holtz Bay and at Chichagof 
Harbor, Attu Island, Several fires were start- 
ed by the bombardment. No enemy gun fire 
was encountered. No further details have 
heen reported. 

4. On 27 April, despite bad weather, Army 
Lightning (Lockheed P-38) fighters carried 
out one attack against Japanese installations 
at Kiska. Results were not observed. 

Notes: Kahilil is two miles n. of Buin on 
the s.e, coast of Bougainville Island. Vila is 
on the southern coast of Kolombangara Is- 
land, 

Tawara Island (1 degree 30 minutes N., 173 
degrees 00 minutes E.) in the Gilbert Group, 
is approximately 1,040 nautical miles n.e. of 
Guadalcanal airfield, The island was formerly 
the seat of the local government. The popu- 
lation in 1981 was 3,013, of whom 23 were Eu- 
ropeans. 

This island consists of a chain of long, nar 
row islets located on a reef shaped like a 
right triangle. The eastern, and longest, side 
and the south side have islets along their 
whole length. On the western side of the 
atoll, the reef is submerged and has depths 
of 2 to 10 fathoms over it, reappearing about 
2% miles southward of Lone Tree islet, near 
the apex of the triangle. The islands are 
partially wooded with groves of coconut trees 
and are covered with a dense undergrowth. 


No, 360, 30 April 

South Pacific: 1. On 28 April, during the 
morning, a Japanese patrol of one officer and 
eight men, attempting to escape from Guadal- 
canal, was intercepted and wiped out by U. 8. 
troops in the vicinity of Beaufort Bay, on 
the western coast of Guadalcanal Island. 

2. On 29 April, (a) during the early morn- 
ing, Flying Fortress (Boeing B-17) heavy 
bombers bombed the Japanese-held area at 
Kahili in the Shortland Island area. Poor 
visibility prevented observation of results, 

(b) Later in the morning, Avenger (Grum- 
man TBF) torpedo bombers and Dauntless 
(Douglas SBD) dive bombers, escorted by 
Lightning (Lockheed P-38) and Corsair 
(Vought F4U) fighters, bombed Japanese in- 
stallations at Gatere on the southwestern 
coast of Kolombangara Island in the Central 
Solomons. An anti-aircraft position and a 
pier were destroyed. 

(c) During the afternoon, a group of Aven- 
ger torpedo bombers and Dauntless dive 
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bombers, with Lightning and Corsair escort, 
attacked Pelpeli, two miles northwest of Ga- 
tere on Kolombangara Island. A fire was 
started. 

(d) A formation of Avenger torpedo bomb- 
ers and Dauntless dive bombers, supported 
by Wildcat (Grumman F4F) fighters, attack- 
ed Japanese positions at Munda in the Cen- 
tral Solomons. Hits were scored on the run- 
way, on the revetments area and on an anti- 
aircraft position. 

(e) All U. 8S. planes returned 
above attack missions. 

Notes: Beaufort Bay lies approximately 25 
miles s.w. of Guadalcanal airfield. Gatere 
lies about 10 miles n.w. of Vila on Kolom- 
bangara Island. Munda is on the w. coast 
of New Georgia Island, 186 nautical 
n.w. of Guadalcanal airfield.

South Pacitic: 1, On 20 Apr., (a) during the 
evening, a Liberator (Consolidated E-24) 
heavy bomber bombed Japanese installations 
at Numa Numa on the northeast coast of 
Bougainville Island. (b) during the night, a 
group of Liberator heavy bombers attacked 
Kieta on the northern coast of Bougainville 
Island. Two of the four fires which were 
started were visible for 50 miles. 

2. On 30 April, (a) during the early morn- 
ing, a group of Flying Fortress (Boeing B-17) 
heavy bombers raided Japanese positions at 
Kahili in the Shortland Island area. A large 
fire was started. 

(b) Later in the morning, a formation of 
Avenger (Grumman TBF) torpedo bombers 
and Dauntless (Douglas SBD) dive bombers, 
escorted by Airacobra (Bell P-39) and Wildcat 
(Grumman F4A) fighters, bombed and strafed 
Japanese installations at Vila in the Central 
Solomons.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—Having exhausted all the resources of diplomacy, Secretary Hull 
has turned over to the Navy the matter of control of the French Caribbean Sea pos- 
sessions. Entering into his decision were many factors everyone of which has an 
important bearing upon the prosecution of the war. Because of the submarine men- 
ace, it was dangerous to permit the continuance in this Hemisphere of a government 
loyal to Vichy, and, therefore, to Hitler. Martinique and Guadaloupe are a part of 
the chain of islands which separates the Atlantic Ocean from the Caribbean Sea, 
and commands and protects the Panama Canal, the vital artery of Atlantic-Pacific 
traffic. Lying within or bordering upon the Caribbean Sea are eleven Republics 
which either have joined us in the war or are pro-belligerent. In any case, they are 
bound with us in Pan-American security pacts, and it is our duty to safeguard them. 
While the Monroe Doctrine has been practically discarded by the Washington Ad- 
ministration, yet violation of its principles existed in the responsibility to the Axis 
Government which is implied in the Vichy loyalty to Hitler expressed by Admiral 
Robert, the French High Commissioner. Then, too, there was the effect upon the 
Free French and Giraud factions of our toleration of such a Government upon our 
doorstep. Such action could be interpreted as an indication that we were maintain- 
ing a contact with Petain and Laval, perhaps for a purpose inimical to the French, 
who are fighting. 

For many tedious months, Secretary Hull sought to induce Admiral Robert to 
accept realities, and join with the United Nations in restoring the French Empire 
and the traditional freedom of Frenchmen. Instead of being cooperative, he proved 
obstructive, and as a measure to bring him to terms a loose blockade was instituted. 
But this promised to be an unnecessarily long operation, and it compelled the use 
of naval vessels for guard purposes that might be profitably employed elsewhere. 
In the meantime, in accordance with the Pan-American pacts, the State Department 
kept our sister Republics informed of the situation, and as they were impressed with 
the importance of taking all proper measures for Hemispherical security, they gave 
general approval to the determination of the Secretary to place upon the Navy the 
responsibility of exercising controlling judgment in matters affecting the French 
possessions. Vice Admiral John H, Hooper, in command of Caribbean Sea Defenses 
for. the Navy, has announced that he will not proceed hastily in the use of the 
authority given him. This attitude is desirable because at the present moment both 
the De Gaulle and Giraud factions, naturally interested in the fate of all French 
territory, wish authority over the Caribbean Sea Islands. To grant it to one would 
constitute a recognition that would be unacceptable to the other. While Admiral 
Hooper is withholding his hand, the negotiations to unify the two factions are making 
progress. De Gaulle has announced his acceptance of the invitation of Giraud to 
confer with him in North Africa, and the only obstacle in the way of their meeting 
is the point at which it shall be held, De Gaulle prefers Algiers, Giraud a place re- 
moved from the jealousies and partisanship that prevails in that capital. The Gov- { 
ernment expected to emerge from the conference doubtless will administer the affairs 
of the Caribbean Sea Islands as it will all other French possessions. Such a Gov- 
ernment would have control of the $250 millions in gold belonging to the French 
Government, now at Fort de France, and would operate with the Allied Navies 
the carrier Bearn, a couple of cruisers and the merchant shipping in that harbor, 
Some cranes, piers and dry docks of limited capacity there, also would be available 
for Allied service. 

Another island transferred to Navy care is Easter Island, lying in the eastern 
part of the South Pacific, which belongs to Chile. While that Island has no good 
natural harbor and landing is difficult, it may be useful as an aviation outpost, 
and would serve the Japanese if they were to move toward South America, The 
island is famous for its marvelous archaeological remains including collossal stone 
images, and stone houses, upon the interior walls of which are painted geological 
figures and representations of animals. In permitting the United States to occupy 
the island for defense purposes, Chile has given another demonstration of her sup- 
port of us in the war effort. 

A number of developments this week tended to lessen the rift between the Rus- 
sian and Polish Governments, and to make ineffective German propaganda which 
used that condition to persuade neutral and conquered peoples that the United 
Nations were falling apart. On May Day, Premier Stalin, spoke in a broadcast of 
“the victorious troops of our Allies” defeating the Axis forces in North Africa, 
whereas ten weeks before he said that Russia was fighting alone. He declared also 
on May Day that the battle of Tunisia and the devastating effect of the bombs dropped 
by the “gallant Anglo-American air force” on Axis war industry centers. presage 
“the creation of a second front in Europe.” This change of tone doubtless was caused 
by the plain speaking of the United States and Britain to the Soviet and Polish 
Governments, and Stalin likes plain speaking. Then on the occasion of the celebra- 
tion of the Polish National Day in London, Prime Minister Churchill assured the 
Poles that the heavy sacrifices they have made to the common cause “will be crowned 
by the restoration to which we all look forward, of a great and independent Poland.” 
Simultaneously, Premier Sikorsky broadcasted that one of the main guiding princi- 
ples of Polish policy had always been and would continue to be, to secure friendly 
relations with Russia. Explaining that the United States and Britain were working 
together to restore Polish-Soviet relations to the bases established by the collabora- 
tion agreement of 1941, Foreign Minister Eden blamed “the common enemy” for 
the dispute arising out of the Polish demand for a Red Cross investigation of a Ger- 
man charge that the Russians had massacred some 8,600 Polish officers prior to the 
Russo-German war. The result of these several utterances was a reply by Stalin 
to questions put by the New York Times, in which he declared unequivocally that his 
Government desires a strong Poland and hopes for a future alliance based upon the 
wishes of the Polish people. The Red Leader made no mention of the bounda ry question, 
and it is not believed he has abandoned his purpose to acquire eastern Poland as 
well as the Baltic States and Bessarabia. On their part, the Poles reiterate they will 
never surrender any part of their territory. However, this is a matter which the 
Poles will be urged to leave for consideration at the end of the war. In order that 
this and other ‘questions may not develop to the embarrassment of United Nations’ 
relations, the President has made it clear that he is most anxious to hold a confer- 
vag with Mr. Stalin. A personal message setting forth this request is expected to 

delivered to the latter by Joseph E. Davies, former Ambassador to Russia, who 

















is on his way to Moscow. There is some gossip that Mr, Davies will relieve Admiral 


Standley, but those who know of the work of the Naval Ambassador highly praise 
it, and the President has so expressed himself in talking with friends in his Aqd- 
ministration. The fact that in recent months we have sent more planes and tanks 
to Russia than to any other theatre, has aroused intense satisfaction in Soviet 
circles, and to this action may be attributed the laudatory character of Stalin’s May 
Day speech and the prospect that Mr. Davies’ mission will be crowned with success, 

That all is not well with Japanese aviation is shown by the shake-up in the 
Army Air Force reported this week by a Tokyo broadcast. General Kenji Doihara, 
who paved the way for Manchuquo and is an ardent advocate of Japan’s New Order, 
has been placed in command of Japan’s eastern defense, and the Tokyo broadcast 
says this promises greater air activity. Lt. Gen. Kumaichi Teramoto is the new com- 
mander of the Air Corps, Lt. Gen. Sabnro Endo has taken over the Inspectorate Gen- 
eral of Army Aviation, and Lt. Gen. Michio Kawahara has assumed the director. 
ship of the Army Aviation Academy. A large increase in the Army’s Air Force is in- 
tended, with greater attention paid to the development and training of aviators. It 
is clear that the plane and pilot losses Japan has suffered, have forced the Tojo Min- 
istry to turn to new personnel in the hope of strengthening this arm. 


Army Air Forees—During recent months there has been a marked decrease in the 
number of German flights over northern American bases, Lt. Col. Donald Hudson, 
commander of the United States Army Air Forces base in Iceland for sixteen months 
has reported, The fact that the enemy has been flying fewer reconnaissance missions 
over this area probably is attributed by the War Department to Hiler’s diminished 
air srength and his great need for more planes in other theaters, Colonel Hudson ex- 
plained. 

United States air patrols and antiaircraft crews in Iceland have been effective 
in destroying and driving off enemy raiders, Colonel Hudson said. As an example, 
Colonel Hudson told how ist Lt. Michael J. Ingelido shot down a German JU-SS. 

Lieutenant Ingelido was on a patrol flight in a fighter plane when the enemy 
aircraft was sighted flying at high altitude. There were a few moments when the 
German plane was out of sight behind a large cloud formation. Soon after it reap- 
peared, Lieutenant Ingelido was seen boring in to attack. He flew his fighter in so 
close that its concentrated fire cut the enemy plane’s tail assembly completely off. The 
tail assembly fell away from the JU-88 and crashed into Lieutenant Ingelido’s fighter 
before he could pull out of the way. Then, in spite of the severe damage resulting to 
his own plane, Lieutenant Ingelido landed safely. 

In praise of the ground crews, Colonel Hudson stated they are always eager and 
“raring to go.” When the air alert sounds they assume their positions quickly. Their 
greatest disappointment is not being able to get into the air. 

Iceland weather is not severe as a whole, but it makes flying unpredictable be- 
cause it is very changeable, Colonel Hudson said. However, the mountains and jagged 
lava surface present greater difficulties to air operations than the climate. Pilots can 
land only at airdromes, and radio aids are essential. In spite of difficulties, he said, 
accidents have been few. 

Aircraft warning-net teams of the United States Army Air Forces, who live high 
in the mountain fastnesses amid head-hunters, are making India virtually surprise 
proof against Japanese aerial attack, reports Col. Emmett O’Donnell, Assistant Chief 
of Staff for the 10th Air Force, who has just returned to the United States. The Japa- 
nese have neither been able to advance into India or to exploit their gains in Burma 
because of the vigilance of these warning-net teams and the relentless pounding of the 
10th Air Force’s medium and heavy bombers, Colonel O’Donnell said. 

The first birthday of the I Troop Carrier Command, the “baby” of the 
Army Air Forces, which has its headquarters at Stout Field, Indianapolis, Indi- 
ana, was observed 30 April. An anniversary broadcast, featuring among others, the 
voices of General Henry H. Arnold, chief of the Army Air Forces, and Brig. Gen. Fred 
S. Borum, commanding general of the ITCC, was carried by approximately 50 stations 
scattered over the United States. In addition, observances were held at all of the 
bases of the ITCC in this country. 

While the I Troop Carrier Command is a baby in age, already it is a giant in 
achievement. Twice in recent months units of the ITCC have been cited for devotion 
to duty and extreme gallantry in the face of enemy action. Wherever Americans are 
fighting on far-flung battlefronts around the world, units of the I Troop Carrier Com- 
mand will be found by their side, carrying men and equipment to the front lines and 
evacuating the wounded on their return trips. 


Army Signal Corps—-Col. Melvin E. Gillette, Commanding Officer of the Signal Corps 
Photographie Center, Long Island City, New York, has been assigned to the Headquar- 
ters of the Army Pictorial Service in Washington, D. C. Col. Gillette has commanded 
the Photographic Center since its inception early in May, 1942. 

Lt. Col. Roland C. Barrett succeeds Col. Gillette as Commanding Officer of the 
Photographie Center. Col. Barrett previously was with the Signal Corps Photographie 
Laboratories located on the grounds of the Army War College in Washington, D. C. 

These changes are incident to current expansion of the Army Pictorial Service.

Close combat firing with individual weapons and training in dismounted combat 
in cities, other parts of the special battle courses program, are prescribed for all 
individuals in divisional and non-divisional units and in replacement training 
centers with a few exceptions where the training is authorized but not required.

SECOND ARMY—A plea for Americans to “wake up” to the realities of war 
was made this week by Major General Lunsford EF. Oliver, after an air-ground 
demonstration for a group of observers at the Second Army maneuvers. 

Commanding an Armored Force, General Oliver, recently returned from North 
Africa, said “we are living in a dream world.” 

“We know there war on but we don’t realize it,” he said. “We don’t 
realize that an enormous number of American boys must die before victory will be 
ours. We all have to wake up.” 

Commending the demonstration for its realistic portrayal of ground and air 
force coordination, General Oliver called for increased use of aerial support for 
infantry and armored units. 

The observations were made as Red and Blue forces wheeled into positions 
for the opening of the maneuvers, now underway. 
their commanders, their equipment and even their maneuver problems remained a 
Secret. 

A statement from maneuver director headquarters said that secrecy was to be 
maintained so that a “fog of war” could be created. “You are reminded,” the 
Memorandum said, “that when you enter a theater of operations overseas you will 
not find a list of your opponents in maneuver memoranda. 

“This is the last ‘dry run’ training for you, the last time when enemy bullets, 
Shells and live boombs from enemy planes will be represented by an umpire and 
his flag orderlies. Therefore, the director intends to make these maneuvers as 
realistic as possible.” 

More than 200 Marine Corps ofticers, enlisted men and civilian personnel at 
Marine Corps Headquarters volunteered to donate blood to the Red Cross during 
Red Cross-Marine Corps week in Washington in response to a White House re- 
quest.

Army Chaplain Corps—Graduation exercises for 284 ministers who have completed 
the one-month course at the Army Chaplain School at Harvard University, Cam- 
bridge, Mass., was at 9 a.m. on 5 May. 

A drill and review on Andover Field was followed by services in Sanders 
Theater, with the invocation by Ch, (Capt.) James C, Ryan; an address by Ch. 
(Lt. Col.) Ralph C. Deibert, Assistant Commandant of the School: presentation 
of diplomas by Ch. (Col.) William D, Cleary, Commandant; and benediction by 
Ch. (Capt.) Leland B. Henry. The 241st Coast Artillery Band furnished music. 

Chaplain Virgil P. Hulse, a member of the chaplain’s staff at this Army Air 
Forces Technical Training Command post for the past two and one-half years, has 
been named post chaplain of Scott Field, IL, another branch of the command. 
Chaplain Hulse came to Chanute as a first lieutenant 29 Oct. 1940, and later was 
promoted to the grades of captain and major. 

The Chief of Chaplains’ Circular Letter to the Corps this week states: “Chap- 
lains are expected to personally approve all tracts and pieces of literature intended 
for general distribution in Army chapels, The literature may well strike a positive 
note of conviction, but will merit the approval of the chaplain only if, at the same 
time, it avoids every offensive reference to race or creed.” 

The Colonel of an Infantry regiment now overseas expressed the view in a letter 
to the Chief of Chaplains that American soldiers on their return from the war will as- 
sume a more vital attitude toward religion. He related his experience at a non-sec- 
tarian service where the men were invited to participate in communion, “The great 
roomful of soldiers rose as one, filling the aisles and surging forward,” he said, “They 
kneeled at the altar, a line of some 40 men, remaining with head bowed after receiv- 
ing the sacrament and then giving way to others, so that by the time the chaplains 
reached one end of the line, new communicants occupied the other. The eagerness of the 
men to participate in the service deeply affected the chaplains, and that same eager- 
ness made of the service one of the most impressive I have éver witnessed.” 

According to Chaplain (Lt, Col.) Patrick J. Ryan of the Fifth Army in North 
Africa, 96,913 soldiers attended 461 Sunday services during March. Relying on re- 
ligious guidance on days other than Sunday were 22,015 fighting men who attended 
308 meetings. Chaplains made 435 viists to hospitals and personally visited 10,899 pa- 
tients, During the month, the chaplains distributed 3,080 religious articles among Fifth 
Army troops and they planned 162 recreational programs in which 30,541 soldiers par- 
ticipated. 


Navy Supply Corps—Rear Adm. William Brent Young, SC, USN, Chief of the Bureau 
of Supplies and Accounts and Paymaster General of the Navy, personally accepted 
the one millionth pair of shoes manufactured for the Navy by the Howard and Foster 
Company, Brockton, Mass., at a special ceremony held in the factory Thursday morn- 
ing, 20 April. The shoes will be sent to Admiral William F, Halsey, Jr., USN, Com- 
mander of U, 8. Naval Forces in the South Pacifific. The shoe production milestone 
was further celebrated at a dinner held Thursday night in Boston, at which Admiral 
Young was the principal speaker. While in New England, the Paymaster General vis- 
ited textile mills at work on Navy contracts, 

Issuance of War Savings Bonds purchased by naval personnel by pay allotments 
was taken over by the Bond Issuing Division of the Field Branch, Bureau of Supplies 
and Accounts, Cleveland, Ohio, on 1 May, 1943. Bonds bought through Navy allot- 
ments have been issued heretofore by the Treasury Department. The bond issuing 
agency was established by the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts because of the tre- 
mendous increase in bond allotments anticipated as a result of the extension of the 
Navy bond program to military personnel, The campaign to encourage officers and 
enlisted personnel of the Navy to invest in War Bonds, which was authorized by the 
Secretary of the Navy in a directive dated 4 Feb., was started 1 April, In the first 20 
days of the drive 15,756 new bond allotments were registered by naval officers and 
men. The Cleveland issuing agency is set up to issue bonds mechanically and speed 
up delivery to the purchasers. 

The Supply Corps of the Navy is leaving nothing undone to conserve food sup- 
plies. At the galley in the Charleston Navy Yard's receiving station, for instance, the 
bluejackets are being served three meatless meals each week and have butter only 
at breakfast. The savings at this one activity, which is typical of many shore estab- 
lishments in the naval establishment, amounts to hundreds of pounds of meat and 
butter every day. There has been no lowering of the ration requirements, for the com- 
missary stewards merely give the men substitutes with equal food valne, 


Naval Aeronautics—Announcement of the full details of Maj. Gen. Jimmy Doolitthe’s 
raid on Tokyo, made on the anniversary of the mission, brought to light the fact that 
an officer of the Naval Air Training Center at Pensacola, Fla., aided in the training 
of the Doolittle fliers in the technique of getting a medium bomber off the flight deck 
of a carrier. Lt. Comdr. Henry L. Miller, USN, a lieutenant and instructor at Squad- 
ron 3 when the Army aviators were in training at Eglin Field, Fla., and who is now 
commanding a fighter squadron in a combat zone, served as technical advisor for the 
Army group during the training period. He was aboard the USS HORNET when 
the planes made their historic take-off from that carrier. The only thing that he 
didn’t do in the mission was to participate in the attack. Lt. Comdr, Miller was chosen 
for the job of technical advisor by General Doolittle, who requested him after talking 
to the Naval oflicer on a visit to Eglin Field.

Army Nurse Corps—The long-awaited revision of AR 40-20, “Army Nurse Corps- 
General Provisions,” has been received from the public printer and is now being 
distributed. While little of the subject matter of the revised regulation is new, 
the regulation does bring regulations governing nurses up to date, including the 
provisions of the general service pay act of 16 June 1942 and the nurse pay act of 
22 Dec, 1942. 

Expected from the printer within the next few days is AR 40-25, a com- 
panion regulation to AR 40-20, which will prescribe regulations for the new Corps 
of Dietitians and Physical Therapy Aides created by the act of 22 Dee. 1942.

Corps, steadily gaining momentum, put 300 more candidates into orientation classes 
this week as 115 graduates of similar courses were assigned to their first duties in 
various parts of the country. The new classes, largest thus far, were graduated 3 
May in the U. 8. Naval Hospitals at Bethesda, Md., San Diego, Calif., Great Lakes, 
1ll., Chelsea, Mass., Brooklyn, N. Y., and Jacksonville, Fla. 

Another group of 300 Women Reserves designated as Hospital Corpsmen will 
start classes 17 May in Naval Hospitals at San Diego, Great Lakes, Philadelphia, 
Jacksonville, Corpus Christi, Texas, and Bainbridge, Md. 

The 115 candidates graduated this week are training at Bethesda, San Diego 
and Jacksonville, and will make a total of 420 Women Reserves who have received 
ratings in the hospital corps and been assigned to duty at hospitals, training and 
air stations, operating bases, Navy Yards, supply depots, in the Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery and elsewhere. 

To date more than 1,100 women have been accepted by the hospital corps. They 
are being sought at the rate of 600 a month. The placing of Women Reserves in the 
Hospital Corps, which started as an experiment without precedent, has become an 
established program with a quota of 6,000 now fixed.

Adverse weather was encountered all along 
the route to and from the target.

Heavy bombers of the United States Army 
Eighth Air Force attacked important indus- 
trial targets in Antwerp late Tuesday after- 
noon, Weather over the target was clear and 
good bombing results were observed. 

Some fighter opposition was encountered 
and a number of the enemy were destroyed 
by the bombers. Royal Air Force, United 
States Army Air Force, Dominion and Allied 
fighters, three of which are missing, covered 
the bombers. The fighters had several com- 
bats with enemy aircraft, two of which they 
destroyed. 

None of the bombers are missing. 


9TH USAF HQ., 
29 April 

Liberator bombers of the Ninth United 
States Air Force attacked the ferry terminus 
and harbor installations at Messina, Sicily, 
and the harbor of Naples by daylight yes 
terday. 

In the attack on Messina members of the 
Liberator crews reported numerous direct hits 
by heavy-caliber bombs on the ferry slips, 
terminal building, in the railroad sidings and 
on the port power station. Large explosions, 
with fires and heavy black smoke, resulted. 
The bomber formation was attacked by a 
large force of enemy fighters, of which at 
least four were shot down, 

The Naples attack resulted in numerous 
direct hits on the Vittorio Emanuele mole and 
the vicinity. The formation was attacked by 
enemy fighters. One Messerschmitt-109 was 
destroyed, 

From all these operations one of our air- 
craft failed to return. 


CAIRO 


1 May 

Liberators of the Ninth United States Air 
Force attacked the harbor of Messina, Sicily, 
during daylight on 30 April, 

The burst of heavy caliber bombs caused 
a tremendous explosion and large fires in the 
vicinity of the port’s power station, and other 
hits were observed on a ferry terminal and 
installations, 

Our formation was attacked by a concen- 
tration of enemy fighters, several of which 
were damaged. 

From this operation one of our aireraft 
has not returned, 


10TH USAF, HQ., NEW DELHI 
28 Apr. 

B-24 heavy bombers of the Tenth United 
States Air Force on 26 Apr. bombed the area 
of a central railroad station in Rangoon, 
Warehouses were heavily damaged and fires 
were started. Enemy fighters intercepted the 
formation and in a forty-minute running bat- 
tle extending over the Bay of Bengal one 
enemy fighter was badly damaged. 

On 27 Apr, our B-25 medium bombers at- 
tacked enemy railroad installations at Thazi 
Junction in Central Burma. Hits were ob- 
served on engine sheds, warehouses, locomo- 
tives, tracks and marshalling yards. Enemy 
fighters intercepted, but were beaten off suc- 
cessfully. 

P-40 fighter planes from our Assam bases 
engaged in support of ground troops south 
of Salenghkvet in Northwestern Burma, straf- 
ing and dropping fragmentation bombs on 
enemy troops and installations. The results 
were reported successful. 


From these operations all our aircraft and 
crews returned safely. 

29 Apr. 

Mitchells (B-25 medium bombers) of the 
Tenth United States Air Force, concentrating 
their attacks on varied enemy installations 
in Central Burma, have achieved excellent re- 
sults during the past several days. 

Belated reports on operations not included 
in the previous communique reveal that on 
Monday one formation successfully bombed 
river docks and railroad yards at Monywa, 
scoring hits in the dock area, on tracks and 
on buildings in railroad yards. 

Another formation, bombing Kangaung 
airdrome, observed hits in revetments and at 
the south end of the runway. Enemy fighters 
which intercepted were beaten off. 

Photographs of the raid on Heho airdrome 
the sume aay mdicate two hits on parked 
enemy aircraft.

The attack against railroad installations at 
Thazi junction 27 Apr. resulted in all bombs 
bursting in the target area with direct hits 
on warehouses observed. This formation was 
intercepted by enemy fighters and in a run- 
ning battle lasting half an hour one enemy 
fighter was claimed as probably destroyed 
and two additional enemy planes were dam- 
aged. 

An attack against the Kanbalu engine sheds 
28 Apr. resulted in hits on the engine sheds 
and on two other large buildings. Another 
formation attacked docks and river shipping 
at Katha. Four direct hits were observed on 
a large steamer and other bombs were seen 
to burst in the docks area and storage sheds, 

A number of small boats on the Irrawaddy 
south of Katha were seen to be manned by 
the enemy. Bombers dived and strafed them 
with good results. 

A bomber reported as missing during op- 
erations at Maymyo 25 Apr. arrived back at 
the base with all crew members safe. 

Operations by our P-40 fighters yesterday 
were confined to ground support operations. 
Enemy installations were attacked at Naop- 
zup, Manyaseik and Tahona with fragmenta- 
tion bombs and by strafing. At the latter vil- 
lage three fires were left burning, one of 
which was large. 

Military vehicles on the Manywet landing 
strip were also strafed, but the results were 
not reported.

Leavenworth, Kans., and 
the Army War College, from which he 
was graduated 30 June 1933. He com- 
manded the 1st Pursuit Group and Self 
ridge Field, Mich., until 10 Oct. 1984 when 
he returned to duty with the War Depart 
ment General Staff, Operations and Train 
ing Branch, in connection with the re 
organization of the Air Corps and later 
as Acting Commander of the General 
Headquarters Air Force until 28 Feb.

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Financial Digest 

While threats of a coal strike continue 
to emanate this week from the United 
Mine Workers, there is no longer any 
prospect of it occurring. The House has 
passed a compromise pay-as-you-earn tax 
bill abating the 1942 iiability for all in- 
dividuals in the first income tax bracket 
—~an estimated 90 per cent of the taxpay- 
ers—and affording substantial relief to 
higher income groups. The Senate will 
expand the pay-as-you-earn brackets, in 
spite of opposition from the President and 
the Treasury. In the end the act will be 
framed in conference, and it is therefore, 
impossible to predict what its features 
will be. Assuredly the principle of pay- 
as-you-earn will be applied, and there also 
will be a withholding tax of 20 per cent 
on the taxable portions of all salaries 
and wages. 

In view of the wildcat strikes occur- 
ring in the mining areas and the pros- 
pect that John L. Lewis would not abate 
his demands, the Vresident instructed 
Field Administrator Ickes on last Sat- 
urday to take charge of all coal mines. 
There followed a conference between Sec- 
retary Ickes and Mr. Lewis, as the re- 
sult of which the latter announced a 
“truce” of fifteen days and that he had 
ordered the miners to return to work. 
Twenty-one minutes after this announce- 
ment, the President went on the air and 
appealed to the miners to resume work, 


stressing the consequences to the war 
of their idleness, and explaining the 
measures he had taken to reduce the 


cost of living and prevent inflation, It 
then developed that there had been an 





agreement for a six-day week with time 
and a half pay for the sixth day. The 
President insisted that the War Labor 
Board should continue to exercise au- 
thority over the dispute, but John L. 
Lewis refused to recognize that agency. 


Meanwhile, the Senate by an _ over- 
whelming vote passed the Connally bill 
designed to curb work stoppages in war 
production. As amended that measure 
empowers the War Labor Board to in- 
tervene in a dispute, call witnesses, by 
subpoena if necessary, hold hearings, and 
render decisions. The Board having been 
created by executive decree, cannot use 
the subpoena. If the bill should pass the 
House within the next few days, the 
Board can force Lewis to appear and 
testify before it. Organized labor gen- 
erally is opposed to the Connally act as 
approved by the Senate, and it is apply- 
ing pressure to the House to prevent its 
passage. 

The effect of the action resulting from 
the threat of the coal strike and the tax 
bill to be passed, will be to hold prices 
down and to curb inflation. This is the 
claim of the Treasury Department. An- 


other effect will be the restriction of 
Organized Labor’s’ interference with 


production. The sentiment in Congress 
is reflecting that throughout the country 
that there must be no interruption in the 
provision of munitions and supplies for 
the fighting forces. Indeed, in that body 
there is criticism of the action of the 
President in turning the mines over to 
the Fuel Administrator rather than di- 
rectly to the Army. It is true Mr. Ickes 
can request Army assistance, if neces-

Merchant Marine 


The month of April again saw all pre. 
vious shipbuilding records broken, with 
delivery by American shipyards of 157 
vessels totalling 1,606,600 deadweight 
tons, the Maritime Commission disclosed 
this week. 

April production brings the total thus 
far in 1943 to 536 ships aggregating 5,- 
370,200 tons deadweight. This more than 
equals the total tonnage constructed dur- 
ing the first nine months of the record- 
breaking year of 1942. 

Delivery of five merchant ships a day 
now has become routine. The April con- 
struction was at an annual rate in ex- 
cess of 19,000,000 tons deadweight, the 
approximate goal set up in the Commis. 
sion’s schedules. 

With acceptance by the House this 
week of minor amendments, the bill H. 
R. 2281, establishing service badges for 
seamen of the Merchant Marine was 
sent to the President for approval. 

The service badges would mark ger- 
vice in the Merchant Marine since be- 
ginning of the war. Special insignia 
would be given to seamen who served in 
war zones, who were torpedoed or in- 
jured or who were compelled to aban- 
don ship. 

Harry F. Ryan, of 618 Holcombe ave- 
nue, Mobile, Ala., master of a United 
States merchant vessel, has received from 
Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox a 
commendation praising the “outstanding 
courage, endurance, and skill” which 
Captain Ryan displayed on a recent sue 
cessfully completed voyage. 

In spite of storms and almost continu- 
ous mass attacks by enemy submarines 
and aircraft, the close co-operation be- 
tween the Navy Armed Guard and _ the 
ship’s merchant crew not only brought the 
vessel through safely, but made it pos 
sible to inflict serious damage on attack- 
ing forces.

B-25 medium bombers of the Tenth United 
states Air Force on 2 May successfully at 
tacked enemy railroad installations at Ywa 


taung and Maymyo in Central Burma. More 
than thirteen tons of bombs were delivered 
on the Ywataung marshaling yards. Hits 
were observed on rolling stock and track 
sidings It is believed that damage was 
eaused to locomotives. Fifteen tons of 
bombs were dropped in the area of the en- 
gine sheds at Maymyo. 

Fighters from our Assam bases had a day 
of varied activity. Attacking the railroad 
pridge at Namkin with 1,000-pound bombs, 
two spans at the south end of the bridge were 
destroyed and ether hits smashed tracks on 
both approaches to the bridge. 

Other fighters strafed and burned buildings 
at Maingkwan and Kantaw, which were said 
to be occupied by enemy troops. 

Another formation of our fighters concen 


trated on a Japanese position twenty-one 
miles northeast of Myitkyina. Armed with 
light demolition and fragmentation bombs, 


they caused extensive damage in the target 
srea, One large fire was left burning. A 
short distance away they strafed and burned 
an enemy staff car. Near Maingkwan two 
trucks and another staff car were damaged 
by strafing. 

On Monday our medium bombers attacked 
the railway ferry docks at Sagaing, opposite 
Mandalay. Twelve tons of bombs were 
dropped in another busy day. 

An attack on a foot bridge six miles north 
east of Myitkyina resulted in the bridge 
being made unservicable. 

Our P-40 bombers, carrying 1,000-pound 
bombs, attacked another bridge five miles 
northeast of Pinbaw, destroying one approach 
and damaging the bridge structure. 

Joint fighter and medium bomber 
against railway cars on the siding at 
resulted in the destruction of many 
cars, 

Enemy positions ten miles east of Myitkyina 
were attacked by another P-40 formation, 
armed with light defnolition and fragmenta 
tion bombs. All bombs fell in the target area, 
leaving fires burning. An enemy staff car 
was strafed and destroyed 

For the first time in several days the enemy 
made no attempt at interception during our 
hmbing operations. During an interception 
on Saturday it is now known that an enemy 
plane was damaged by one of our bomber’s 
guns. 

From these several operations all our air 
craft and crews returned,

Coast Guard Academy Class is to be

Service Tax Legislation 


The House this week, rejecting both the 
tax bills of its Ways and Means Commit- 
tee and the Ruml pay-as-you-go plan, 
passed and sent to the Senate the Robert- 
son-Forand tax bill which forgives tax- 
payers their normal tax and first surtax 
bracket and imposes a withholding tax 
effective 1 July which will have the ef- 
fect of placing most taxpayers on a cur- 
rent basis, 

The bill, like the two rejected mea 
sures, provides a limited $3,500 exemp 
tion for service personnel and provision 
whereby the estates of men killed in the 
service will not be held for taxes, 

This exemption replaces the $250 to 
S00 exemption applied to enlisted men 
under present law. 

Consideration of the measure was be 
gun immediately by the Senate Finance 
Committee, There is strong pressure in 
the committee to adopt the Ruml plan, 
and the tinal form of the tax bill is there 
fore in doubt. However, it does not ap 
pear likely that any change will be made 
in the service tax provisions. 

Effect of the $38,500 exemption will be 
relieve enlisted men, most warrant 
grades and junior officers on active duty 
from payment of all income tax on service 
pay. The Treasury estimates that service 
personnel will save $3638,000,000 in taxes 
by means of the exemption, 

Text of the special exemption section 
of the bill, which applies “to all com- 
pensation received after 81 Dec, 1941 by 
a member of the military or naval forces 
of the United States for active service in 
such forces,” is as follows: 

“Additional allowance for military and 
naval personnel,—In the case of compensation 
received during any taxable year and before 
the termination of the present war as pro 
claimed by the President, by a member of the 
military or naval forces of the United States 
for active service in such forces during such 
war, so much of such compensation as does 
not exceed the excess of $3,500 over the per 
sonal exemption claimed under section 25 (b) 
by such member for such taxable year (and 
by his spouse, if such member is married and 
living with his spouse on the last day of the 
taxable year and such spouse is not entitled 
to the benefits of this paragraph).” 

Text of the provision which abates the 
tax upon members of the armed forces 
who die in the service, effective from 7 
Dec, 1941, is as follows: 

“In the ease of any individual who dies 
while in active service as a member of the 
military or naval forces of the United States 
and prior to the termination of the present 
war as proclaimed by the President, the tax 
imposed by this chapter shall not apply with 
respect to the taxable year in which falls the 
date of his death, and the tax under this 
chapter and under the corresponding tithe of 
each prior revenue law for preceding taxable 
years which is unpaid at the date of his death 
(including interest, additions to the tax, and 
additional amounts) shall not be assessed, and 
if assessed the assesment hall be abated, 
and if collected shall be credited or refanded 
as an overpayment,” 











Hospital Fund Deduction 


Legislation to abolish certain naval 
trust funds and to simplify naval ae 
counting procedure was requested this 


week by the Navy Department, 

Bills to carry out the department's ob 
jective were introduced in the Senate as 
S. 1065 by Senator Walsh, Mass., and in 
the House, as HR. 2584, by Representa 
tive Heffernan, N. Y. 

The bills introduced would substi 
tute a deduction of $2.40 for the hospital 
fund on 30 June of each year, beginning 
30 June 1944, for the present deduction 
of 20 cents a month 

The Senate Naval Affairs Committee 
this week reported S, 1065 in the form it 
was introduced, but the louse Naval Com

mittee, arguing that hospital costs should 
be borne entirely by the government, re 
ported Hl. R. 2584 with a recommendation 
that no deduction, either monthly or 


yearly, be made for the hospital fund 
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
